A SUMMARY OF THE 1939-40 SEASON 


By Ernest Bavely 


during the 1939-40 season. While on the basis of reports 

received, the year accounted for only one new tourna- 

ment, as compared with several established during 1938- 
39, the majority of these events enjoyed increased play enroll- 
ments and in no case was there any appreciable fall of interest. 
Among the states which experienced increased enrollments were 
Texas, Indiana, Ohio, West Virginia, Maine and Florida. 
Texas, for example, had an enrollment of 610, as compared 
with 527 in 1938-39; West Virginia’s stood at 37, as compared 
to 26 the previous year. Additional evidence of this growth 
is shown by the total number of productions reported by all 
tournaments. The present directory lists a total of 1769 pro- 
ductions, an increase of 555 over the total of 1214 listed in the 
1938-39 directory. It is safe to say that during the 1939-40 
season the popularity of drama festivals and contests continued 
to grow. | 

The present directory lists 44 leading college and high school 
drama tournaments. Of these, 3 are inter-state, 34 are state, 
and 7 are regional (part of a state with no state finals). The 
reports show that 29 states have state-wide tournaments, with 
some having more than one tournament. West Virginia, for 
example, has a state-wide festival for high schools, one for 
colored high schools, and one for colleges. Ohio has two state- 
wide high school tournaments; Pennsylvania has one state-wide 
contest and a regional festival. No reports were received from 
Oregon, Montana*, Kentucky and Kansas, although tournaments 
are held annually in these states. Perhaps there are other 
states and regions which have tournaments which were not 
reported. 

The present directory shows some interesting facts regarding 
the evaluation of plays entered in the various tournaments. In 
21 tournaments winning plays were rated as first, second, and 
third. Only 2 tournaments designated plays for fourth place 
honors. In 18 tournaments plays were classified as superior, 
good, average, etc. In 5 tournaments plays were discussed by 
competent judges, but no ratings or classifications were given. 
Several festivals and contests which in previous years had their 
plays rated, adopted in 1939-40 the plan of having plays classified. 

Equally interesting facts are revealed by the reports con- 
cerning the system of judges employed for the evaluation of 
tournament plays. A committee of two, three, five, or more 
judges was used in 25 tournaments. The critic judge system 
was used in 19 tournaments. In general, tournaments which had 
plays classified made use of the critic judge system, while those 
which had plays rated as first, second, and third, employed a 
committee of judges. There were, however, some tournaments 
in which plays were classified, by a committee of judges. The 
critic judge system is gradually being adopted by more tourna- 
ments each year, for both the state finals and the district and 
regional events which precede the finals. Texas, which enjoys 
the honor of having the largest tournament in America, recently 
adopted the critic judge system.

Perhaps the most valuable information to sponsoring organ- 
izations, as well as to participants, is revealed by a survey of 
the plays which took the highest honors during the season. A 
study of the titles listed below shows that between 50 and 60 
per cent of the winning plays are dramas or serious plays, with 
the balance being principally comedies. Encouraging is the 
fact that these plays, both dramas and comedies, are on 
the whole above the average in quality. Most of them are plays 
that are worth doing, plays that are within the capacities of

students, and which offer opportunities for good stage work. 
A total of 83 different play titles appeared in the winning col- 
umn for the season, with honors divided as follows: 44 received 
first place, 15, second place, 14, third place, 2 fourth place, 
and 38 were given superior rating.

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It is interesting to note that The Happy JFourney continue 
to hold the lead as a tournament winner. In 1938-39 this same 
play led with a total of seven first place honors. 


In summarizing the 1939-40 season it is perhaps not out ¢ 
order to make a few generalizations. Drama festivals and com 
tests are rapidly being organized on a better basis, educationally 
speaking, and there are reasons to believe that the objective 
set for these events are being achieved. There is also evidenct 
to show that schools are beginning to attach less importance tt 
winning prizes, and more importance to the educational and 
social values that students derive from these events. Sponsoring 
organizations are showing more care in the selection of judges 
as a study of the qualifications of the judges listed in this dé 
rectory will show. All in all, there is evidence to show tha 
dramatic tournaments are proving their worth as projects in ou 
educational process. The most urgent need in the way ¢ 
improvement lies in the selection and preparation of tourn 
ment plays. We need better plays that are better directed 
and acted. 


And now a word about this directory. The first directory ¢ 
drama festivals and contests appeared in the fall of 1939 ané 
covered the 1938-39 season. ‘The response was enthusiasti¢ 
The present directory has been prepared for the purpose ¢ 
keeping a record of the 1939-40 tournament season. Like the 
previous one, this directory is a rich source of information fe 
students engaged in research work, for directors of sponsoring 
organizations, and for teachers and directors who plan to enteé 
the 1940-41 tournaments. Suggestions and comments fro 
readers will be welcomed. 


The editor takes this opportunity to acknowledge the assist 
ance given him by various individuals and sponsoring organiza 
tions.

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TOURNAMENT PLAYS 


Not the least of the school theatre’s problems to which Samuel French has given much thoughtful 
attention is that vexing matter of a tournament play. Winning a drama contest is no easy task and of the 
many factors which must receive careful consideration, the matter of the play is probably most impor- 
tant. A play cannot be selected merely because it happens to be a good play. It must fit the rules of a 
given contest as to length, type of play, and scenic requirements. It must also fit the available talent since 
the best actors of the school must be utilized in roles exactly suited to them if the school is to make a 
creditable showing in competition with other schools. Again, the audience must be considered and the 
selected play must be one which tournament judges can readily acknowledge to be a good choice for the 
particular audience which is to see it. Finally, the play should be one which has a very definite literary 
and educational value—providing. worthy and broadening experiences to the student actors in compen- 
sation for the hours of effort spent in the preparation of the production. 

It is, therefore, understandable why Samuel French should study so carefully the matter of 
tournament plays. Opinions of experts; the play lists of many state contests; the findings of experienced 
teachers—all these have been examined in an attempt to provide the largest and best list of tournament 
plays available anywhere.
